Claims 1 and 5 have been combined. Claims 10 and 1 1 now each depends from 
Claim 5. Claim 12 depends from Claim 10. In the invention of the present Application 
direction switch 40 rotates and a spring-biased detent 151 provides an axis which prevents 
the direction switch 40 from disengaging. This useful, new and non-obvious feature is 
neither anticipated nor rendered obvious by any of the cited references or by any fair 
combination thereof. Note that the *594 Patent uses these chambers whereas the 
invention of the present Application uses two. 

In view of the foregoing amendments, submissions and explanations, it is believed 
that Claims 5 and 10-12, as amended, are in condition for allowance. An early Notice of 
Allowance on the Application will be appreciated.
